E VERY work showm here is a deliberate expression of some aspect of life 
the enjoyment of which the artist desires to share uMh us. A jury of 
three experts passed each work as having a message sufficiently ex¬ 
pressed to be worthy of our attention. Our part consists of following the ■ 
artist in the realms of the sensibilities, the emotions and intelligence and 
enjoying the experiences revealed to us. The unde variety of messages, 
however, makes it difficult for the young art appreciator to get the full mean¬ 
ing of all work shown, although the judges have said of each “this is 
worthy of your consideration." 

Failure to appreciate and enjoy any work of art is not the fault of the 
artist but is rather often due to lack of experience and breadth on the part of 
the beholder. It is the essence of art appreciation that we give an artist 
credit for ichat he has expressed according to his own aims, rather than 
judge his work by standards of what we, who are not artists, expected him 
to do. The greatest error we can make is to condemn a work without at¬ 
tempting to comprehend the artist's intention. As yet our artists are too 
busy with objective beauty to have revealed the true significance of American 
life which will some time reveal the soul of America and inspire us to higher 
accomplishments.
